The public has an urgent need for information about the State Department's conduct in the 
handling of the Meshal episode, particularly in light of the fact that existing federal court rulings appear to 
permit federal authorities to detain and question American citizens overseas (see Meshal v. Higgenbotham, No. 
14-5194 (D.C. Cir. 2015)). I certify that my statements concerning the need for expedited processing are true 
and correct to the best of my knowledge and belief.
